Tuttle, who called the attention 
of Assistant Attorney General Mor- 
rison to “‘an inadvertence” of pro- 
ceedure w*™ch resulted in a new 
stipulation being drawn up against 
the lessee of a night club, refused 
to comment on the political aspects 
of the situation except to say that 
reports that he had resigned or 
was resigning were “bunk” 

Stands by Early Statement. 

Back from a hurried trip to Lake 
George, he handed reporters who 
met him in the Federal Buildings 
a two-line typewritten statement 
which read: ‘I have already made 
a full staetment and see no reason 
for repeating it or adding to it.”

West Side of Schlueter Mfg. 

-Co., Factory, 4616 North 
Broadway Destroyed

Pire supposed to have been 
started by spontaneous combustion 
in the paint shop on the top floor 
of the 4-story building occupied by 
the Schivieter Mfg. Co., 4616-30 
North Broadway, early today, 
caused $100,000 damage to, the

the company, will be sought for 
the preferred’ stockholders of the 
International Co., the holding cor- 
poration, it.is announced today by 
Massey Wilson, one of the receivers 
for the insurance company. 

“Those gentlemen had _ been 
warned against the sale to Toombs,” 
said Wilson, “but they proceeded 
and took unto themselves, by jug- 
gling the interests of the preferred 
stockholders of the holding corpo- 
ration, profits that rightfully 
should have gone to those stock- 
holders. ‘These gentlemen shall be 
made to disgorge. Just as soon 
as we get a breathing spell we 
shall go after them.” 

Says $1,800,000 Is Due. 
Wilson said the group that sold 
control of the insurance company 
to Toombs for $3,101,211 took a 
profit of $2,350,000, of which, he 
asserted, $1,800,000 should have 
gone to the preferred stockholders 
of the holding corporation. 

Wilson and Jacob lL. Babler 
founded the insurance company in 
1907, and on May 8, 1924, sold the 
2000 shares of common stock of the 
holding corporation to J. R. Pais- 


John M. Atkinson and others for 
$750,000. 

At that time the holding corpo- 
ration owned 6121 shares of the 
stock of the International Life In- 
surance Co. Subsequent to the sale 
Paisley and his associates acquired 
from directors of the insurance 
company by purchase 4112 shares 
of the insurance company stock 
at $112.50 a share or a total of 
$462,550. The holding corpora- 
tion, just after the purchase from 
Wilson and Babler, owned about 
10,300 shares of the insurance 
company stock out of an issue of 
37,000 shares outstanding. At no 
time prior to this sale did the 
holding corporation by actual 
ownership have control of the in- 
surance company, but did exercise 
control with proxies of other stock- 
eolders. 

“The new owners,” Wilson said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, “then 
acquired 12,000 additional shares 
of insurance company stock from 
scattered stockholders, issuing in 


preferred stock of the holding cor- 
poration, the call price of which 
was $6 a share. 
“In order for the common stock- 
holders of the holding corporation 
to benefit in book value of their 
stock through acquisition in this 
manner of 12,000 shares of the in- 
surance company stock, they would 
first have to call in the 300,00 
shares of preferred stock at $6 a 
share or a total of $1,800,000. 
Took $2,350,000 Profit. 
“Paisley sold his interest to his 
associates and severed his connec- 
tion with the company. Whitfield, 
Hill, Atkinson and other associ- 
ates sold to Toombs for $3,101,- 
£11 stock which they had acquired 
a short time previously for $750,- 
000, giving them a profit of $2,- 
350,000, without their having in- 
vested any additional money. 
“It is sought to justify this pro-- 
it on the ground that the Interna- 
tional Life Insurance Co. had more 
insurance in force at the time of 
the sale to Toombs, a fact that 
ought to make for some increased 
value of the holding corporation's 
common stock. But out of the pref- 
it of $2,350,009 made exclusively 
by holders of the common stock,

No garden in Europe can 
equal its collectfon of tropical 
lilies, especially the remarkable 
hybrids created at the garden 
and now in full bloom in the 
main entrance plaza. 

Nothing in Europe is like the 
naturalistic “coffee finca’ which 
is transforming the old cycad 
house, ‘although it wtHl not be 
fully developed for several years. 

No other garden in the world 
has an orchid collection to com- 
pare with that of Shaw’s Garden. 

No botanical garden in Europe 
—‘“‘nor aaything else’—puts up 
an orchid show like the one in 
St. Louis. | 

The departure of the garden, 
in taking over an extension larg- 
er than Forest Park at Gray’s 
Summit for a major develop- 
ment through the remainder of 
this century, 40 miles from city 
conditions, was a wise one. 

St. Louis is a pretty good old 
town, after all. 

A Comparison With Kew Gardcns. 

Sometimes, remarked the direc- 
tor, who has a prejudice against 
@irect quotations, he found a gar- 
den with palms, ferns and some or- 
dinary greenhouse stuff in better 
condition than that here. He re- 
marked that the summer heat of 
St. Louis is unknown in England: 
more than 65 degrees temperature 
at night ig extraordinary. and 99 
degrecs at midday calls for news 
cables about the “heat wave.” 

The Royal Botanic Gardens at 
Kew, he found, put the accent on 
“botanic,”” while the St. Louis in- 
stitution shifted the emphasis to 
the “garden.” Many~persons un- 
interested in the scientific aspect, 
he thought-.were attracted to Kew 
because of the park, for the grass 
and trees. 

These venerable trees inclined 
him to believe that the greatest 
damage’ Shaw’s Garden n:~_ suf- 
fered was not last year’s destruc- 
tive hail-storm, but the tornado 
more than 30 years ago, which de- 


stroyed many trees that now would 
be of impressive stature, and last 
year’s tornado, which wrecked 159 
of the largest in th: ~o-den. 

In 100 years, he said, the ar- 
boreal landscape at Gray’s Summit 
will catch up with Kew gardens— 
“but goodness knows what Kew 
garden will attain in 100 years.” 

Exchanging Plants. 

Shaw's Garden's collection of 
nepenthes, or tropical insectivor- 
ous pitcher plants, which already 
had reached the eminence of w.in- 
ning a silver cup at a recent in- 
ternational show, will be virtually 
doubled by exchange with Kew. 
Varieties to fill out the Kew collec- 
tion had arrived from 8t. Louis 
before Dr, Moore left England, and 
the Kew gardens are sending other 
varieties in number sufficiar‘ t> 
make the local collettions, so ar 
as the director knows, the best in 
this country. 

Dr. Moore was enthusiastic, 
sometimes amazed, about some of 
the things he had seen in Euro» — 
enormous Queen Victtria lilies in 
Amsterdam, 700 pounds sterling 
for a single scrawny, flowerlvss. 
but rare orchid plant in London. 
rhododendrons, in Scotland anda 
Italy, a@ rock garden planted in 
6000 varieties on a British estate. 
another private estate of 299% 
acres “like a Constable landscape,” 
with several hundred long-horned 
Highland cattle imported for 
scenic effect, stately old trees at

Alfred E. Smith, then noth- 
ing can defeat him, M. D. Light- 
foot, chairman of the National 
Democratic Hoover-for-President 
Committee, said here today. Light- 
foot explained that he referred to 
Smith’s statements on immigra- 
tion and prohibition. 

“Democrats as well as Repub- 
licans favor strict restriction of 
immigration under the present 
law.” he said, “and labor especial- 
ly will be opposed to lowering the 
bars. Labor today feels that there 
are already too many mouths in 
the United States to feed and not 
enough jobs to go around without 
bringing in more ignorant immi- 
grant labor.’ 

As for Smith’s proposa!] for state 
option on prohibition, Lightfoot 
said it “just means that we would 
have liquor back with us” and it 
would be a step backward to 
“where we were 20 years ago.”

With Record Crop Estimated, 
Acting Secretary of Agriculture

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—Act- 
ing Secretary of Agriculture Dun-

portant industrial country.” 

The statement was based on the 
showings of all the statistical ba- 
rometers which have been set up 
by the Government with the co- 
operation of a variety of economic 
agencies to detect the ebb und 
flow of the currents of trade, trat- 
fic. production and consumption. 

“With only occasional minor. re- 
cessions, such as appeared for cx- 
ar.ple during a few months of 
1927, business and industry as u 
whole remained at a righ ievel 
for a long period of time,” the 
statement said. “This period has 
been one of almost unbroken in- 
crease in production and consump- 
tion, without exhibiting any of the 
characteristics of a business boon. 
There have been unprecedented 
amounts of savings and  invest- 
ments of new capital in recent 
years. This. investment togeine- 
with improvements in- methois 
have greatly increased the effici- 
ency of industry and the output per 
worker. 


Manufacturing Breaks Reco: d. 


“The general quantitative tnaer 
of manufacturing production, the 
most comprehensive of all ‘reas- 
ures Of industrial activity, in the 
first half of 1928 exceeded the 
previous high record of the first 
half of 1927.

T HIS year’s presidential campaign has 


already snapped many party ties, but 

no previous instance has been so nota- 
bie as that of the President of Columbia 
Lniversity. The Times prints his. letter re- 
nouncing his lifelong Republican allegiance 
and repudiating the Republican candidate 
for the presidency. It ig a bold and strong 
avowal of conscientious convictions more 
binding than party. With the utmost ex- 
plicitness and in unequivocal language, Dr. 
Butler announces that he does not propose 
to abandon the principles for which he had 
long and steadfastly contended merely be- 
cause his party’s platform and his party's 
nominee for the presidency are false to 
them. He takes himseif out of his party 
because he believes that his party has run 
away from an imperative nationaj obliga- 
tion.

of entertainment for the hostess, |

If your porch is not on the. 
shady side of the house so far as 
| the afternoon sun is concerned, it 
|' should, of course, be provided with 
awnings or with sun screens dur- 
ing the summer. months. ‘There 
are many attractive patterns and | 
designs in these that add consid- | 
erably to the decorative effect of 
one’s home. | 
| The porch should be supplied |

START THE DAY RlGHT 
WITH A TASTY MEAL 


An Appetizing Breakfast Makes 
a Difference in the Morn- 
ing Outlook. 


Breakfasts often offer a problem 
to the housekeeper when the hot 
weather rolls around . Family ap- 
petities are very apt to be fitful, 
and if the night has been hot there 
is often not much desire for food. 
Yet food must be eaten if health 
is to be maintained. 

Fickle appetites can usually be 
tempted by serving some aromatic 
thoroughly chilled fruit, such as 
fresh pineapple or cantaloupe—in 
fact, any the melon family are 


unusually good as a means of 
tempting appetites. They can~<be 
made most attractive when gar- 
nished with fresh mint leaves, but 
if these are not available, serve a 
small section of lemon with the 
melon or sprinkle each’ serving 
with a little lemon juice before 
putting it on the table. 

Follow the fruit with some cere- 
al, then crisp golden brown toast, 
or, if time permits, perhaps blue- 
berry muffins or a plate of very 
well “popped” popovers. 

Usually this will be enough. 
However, if by this time your 
family has developed appetities for 
more food there are many of the 
simple hot dishes that are espe- 
cially good for breakfast. 

The omelets, of course, are al- 
ways with us. Remember . that 
there are a great variety of them. 
Potato omelet which we listed last 
week is especially good as a break- 
fast dish. Tomato omelet is good 
on account of the tartness of the 
tomatoes, bacon omelet in which 
the bacon is cut in tiny dice and 
cooked until very crisp, etc. 

Broiled bacon with sauted toma- 
toes or broiled tomatoes or with 
Sauted slices of pineappe makes 
another very appetizing breakfast 
dish for either warm or cold 
weather. Many of these are used 
in planning this week’s menus— 
others will no doubt come to your 
mind as you plan and work out 
your own individual menu schemes.

Fine points about 
muffin making 


Years of experience with a family 
unusually fond of hot breads have 
taught me various little points 
about muffin making which may in- 
terest you. 

One is that muffins may be as 
light and feathery as cake if made as 
follows: Sift. the dry ingredients 
twice.. Cream the shortening, add 
the sugar and then the beaten egg. 
Alternately add the dry and liquid 
ingredients. Bake in greased muffin 
pans 20 to 25 minutes in a hot oven 
(400°F). My other method of 
muffin mixing is to sift the flour 
twice, combine the melted fat, 
beaten egg, and liquid and fold all 
the ingredients together with not 
more than 10 or 12 motions. The 
mixture isn’t smooth when it goes 
into the pans, but the muffins are 
light and delicious when they come 
out.
